SEN Preach the Chriſtian Doctrine, 
Weg they met with the greateſt Op- 
Way poſition both from Fews and 
IH Pagans: They were repreſented

bition, contriving to undermine the Antient Go- 
vernment, to raiſe a Rebellion, depoſe their 
Lawful King, and to ſet up ſome Uſurper, and 
Pretender of their own ; fo thar their Cry about 
2 new and more excellent Religion, was Is 
a Diſguiſe to cauſe Riots and Murder, and all 
manner of Miſchief, and in the Concluſion to 
turn the World upſide down. 85 
HAD this heavy Accuſation been true; Had 
it been the Deſign of the firſt Preachers of the 
Goſpel to blow the F Sedition, to 
| ſtit 


EN the Apoſtles began to 


2 A SERMON againſt Popery, 
ſtir up lew'd and deſperate Men to lay violent 
Hands upon GOD's Anointed, then certainly 
they ought to have been oppos'd, wherever they 
taught ſuch damnable Doctrine. They could 
have no right at all to any Regard or Compaſſi- 
on, they deſerv'd to be rooted out as Enemies to 
Mankind. But nothing is more falſe than this 
Charge againſt the Apoſtles ; For in truth the 
Chriſtian Religion 1s of ſo reaſonable a Nature, 
fo directly promoting the Quiet of the World, that 
every. People. and Nation, ought readily to have 
embrac'd this Faith, out of their own free Choice, 
for the Sake of their Intereſt and worldly Hap- 
pineſs, and for the Security of Government. It 
requires Obedience and Submiſſion to Kings from 
all Degrees of Men, whether the Clergy or the 
People; Threatning Rebels, and all that wiſh well 
to their Cauſe, with eternal Damnation; Com- 
mands the keeping our Word, and our Promiſe, 
tho' to our own Hindrance, It gives no Allowance, 
to any kind of Vice and Wickedneſs, but in- 
ſtructs it's Profeſfors to be juſt and true in all 
their Dealings, humble and modeſt in their Car- 
klage, content with their Condition, never to do 
Evil that Good may come, promiſing to Virtue 
and _ the Reward after Death of everlaſting 
Happinels. | 
NOW ſuch a Religion as this, muſt needs 
ſtrengthen ſupport and confirm any good Go- 
vernment; and it muſt qualify, and in ſome 
meaſure reform thoſe States, which were at any 
time diſordered with Riots and Rebellion; But 
it could by no means either diminiſh the Ho- 
nour 
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nour of Kings and Princes, or inflame Subjects 
to bite and devour one another; much leſs did it 
deſerve that {ſevere Character in the Text, that 
Chriſtians were the worſt of Men, who had no 
other Aim and Intention, but to inrich themſelves 
by the Ruin and Sufferings of athers,to fill whole 
Countrics with Blood and Slaughter, and to 
turn the World upſide down. 

_ BUT as it is very certain that the primitive 
Chriſtians were thus Holy, Harmleſs, Innocent ; 
ſo it is no leſs true, that in a few Ages, a fort 
of Men did ariſe, who aſſuming to themſelves 
the name of the heſt and only Chriſtians, did 
really commit in Fa& what was py ary to the 
Apoſtle's Charge, They turn'd the World upfide 
down: The Papiſts, I mean, who, under the Ban- 
ner of the Pope, have imagin'd Miſchief as a 
Law, have ſtarted at no Degree of Wickedneſs to 
gratifie their Ambition, to enrich their Church, 
and to ſpread abroad their Idolatry; they have 
ſtirr'd up Subjects againſt their Lawful Sovereigns, 
declaring it was doing GO D Service to deſtroy 
them by Sword, or Fire, or Poifon ; they have 
had no Piry for their neareſt Friends and Rela- 
tions, not the leaſt regard, for the moſt Solemn 
Oaths and Covenants, for Innocence, or Truth, 
or Property ; but beyond the Cruelty of the 
moſt Savage Part of Mankind, have ſhed the 
Blood of their Fellow Creatures, and wade the 
Chriſtian Religion abominable in the Eyes of 
the Nations round about us. e

I T is my Deſign in the following Diſcourſe 
to make good this Charge againſt the Papiſts,

TO add a plain Application, with reſpect 


to the preſent Times. 8 
4 4.3 [ ' : 


THE Peace of the World, the Security and 
Strength of Government, is promoted and main- 
tain'd by the Obſervation of theſe Rules, That 
no one ſhould do any Wrong or Hurt to another; 
That we ſhould be willing to perform all the 
Good that lies in our Power; That we be con- 
ſtantly true to our Oaths, Agreements and Bar- 
gains. Now whenever any Man, or any Society 
of Men, do ariſe, who are ſo far from doing no 
Wrong, that it is their Principle and Practice, to 
do all manner of Miſchief, when they allow of 
Murder, and Poyſoving, and the greateſt Villq- 
nics, when they can releaſe themſelves from their 
Word: and their Promiſe, and diſpenſe with the 
molt Sacred Oaths that Man can poſiibly make in 
the Preſence'of GOD, ſuch Perſons are a Reproach 
to all Mankind, Enemies to the Country where 
they live, and deſerve to be puniſn'd with tne ut- 
moſt Severity. 

- BESIDES this, GOD Almighty hath expreſ- 
IV reveaPd from Heaven ſome farther Means to 

reſexve the Peace of the World; by: letting us 
How that Damnation will 'be their Lot who di- 
ſturh the Quiet and Order of Government; That 
an honeſt and religious Life, ſhall be rewarded 
in a hetter World; but that no Pardon for Sin 
| x ought 


and the Rebellion. 3 
ought to be expected, without repairing of Wrongs 
and timely Repentance. Now whenever any 
Man, or any wicked Society of Men, ſhall preach, 
and maintain, that they can give Licenſe to ſpill 
the Blood of Kings and Princes; That no Sin- 
ner can fail of Heaven who reſerves Money 
to purchaſe his Salvation ; That Virtue and Vice 
are mere Trifles and Shadows, ſuch vile Perſons 
are Plagues and Judgments upon Human Society; 
They may be (21d, in the ſtrict literal Senſe of 
the Words, to turn the World upſide down. 

AND here, I poſitively affirm, that the Ha- 
piſts have done all they can, to undermine the 
Laws both of GOD and Man, in Order to eſta- 
bliſh their own Tyranny and Idolatry. As to the 
Laws of Man, I need alledge no other Proof 
than their reſtleſs Endeavours to root out the 
Liberty and Religion of the Proteſtants, by 
kindling Quarrcls and Rebelljon amongſt the 
People, by inviting in Foreign Forces, by ſcan- 
dalous Books and Writings, and all the baſe Con- 
trivances that Intereſt, and Zeal, and Hell itſelf 
could put into the Mind. Where-ever theſe 
Men have had Power and Opportunity, they 
have impriſon'd, tormented, - burnt to Aſhes, 
and by a thouſand Methods of dying , deſtroy'd 
innocent Perſons. Every Thing has been ſeiz d 
and invaded that was dear and precious, Children 
murder'd in the Arms of their Parents, whole 
Multitudes baniſh'd in the Froſt of the Winter; 
whatever can be imagin'd, that is barbarous and 
inhuman, has been committed, not in a _ 
1) "rr; Bob? ie I." but 
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but deliberztely, with Pleaſure, and without the 


leaſt Provocation. 

WAS ever any Thing more cruel, more un- 
worthy Rational Creatures, more diſhonourable 
to the Chriſtian Religion, than the Maſſacre in 
France, when the Streets of Paris ran down with 
Blood. The Papiſts made Peace with the Proteſt- 
ants, that under that Pretence they might Root 
them out, finding they were not able to ſubdue them 
by the Sword. To make them perfectly Secure, 
there was a Marriage betwixt the Proteſtant King 
of . Navarre, and the Siſter of the French King. 
Cin there be any more engaging Bond of Love 
and Kindneſs amongſt Mankind? Yet in the midſt 
of Feaſting and diflembled Joy, the naked, help- 
lefs Proteſtants, were ſet upon by armed Soldiers, 
were murdered without Diſtinction for Seven 
Days together, to the Number of Thirty Thou- 
ſand. For this the King kept a Day of Thank(- 
giving, publickly declaring it was done by his 
Order; and the Pope went in a Solemn Proceſ- 
ſion, to mock Almighty GOD, and to reproach 
Chriſt, Jeſus to his Face. Tell it not in Gath, 
Publiſh it not in America, leſt thoſe few con- 
verted Pagans renounce their Baptiſm! 
80 far were theſe bloody Papiſts from being 
aſha:n'd, or repenting of this Sin which . 
aloud for Vengeance, that within a few Years 
they attempted another, even yet more horrid 
than the Maſſacre of Paris; The Gun-powder 
Treaſon, that aſtoniſhing Wickedneſs, devis'd in 
Hell beneath. At that time, King Fames I. was 


really favourable to the Papilts, had put none of 
| them 
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them to Death, declared they ſhould not be per- 
ſecuted, all of them kept their Places in the Par- 
liament, and ſome of them were retain'd in his 
Council: But whilſt they were ſafe under his 
Majeſty's Royal Wings, had not the immediate 
Finger of GOD interpos'd, they had ſacrificd 
the King and his Poſterity, the Laws of the Land, 
and the Proteſtant Religion, in a Moment of time. 
An Hiſtorian, even of the Romiſb Church, ſpeaks 
of this black Deed of Darkneſs with Horror : He 
calls it, the moſt cruel, moſt daring, and uncommon 
Degree of Treaſon that ever was thought f; that 
never any Country, nor any Age before, brought 
forth ſuch a Monſter of compleat Wickedneſs. + + 

NONE of all their deſperate 'Confpiracies 
can equal this Guilt, unleſs their Barbarity to 
Henry VII. Emperor of Germany; becauſe that 
Prince ſeem'd to be inclin'd to give the Pope 
ſome Diſturbance, and to regain by his Sword 
the Chief City of his Empire; he was poiſon'd 
by a Prieſt, even with the Holy Sacrament, Now 
this is a Crime of ſo deep a Dye, of fo peculiar 
a Nature, that I cannot paſs it over without ſome 


Reflections. What Name ſhall we give to that 


Blaſphemous Wretch, who dar'd to mingle the 
Poyſon of Aſps, with what they call the real 
Body and Blood of our Saviour? He Murders the 
Lord's Anointed in the Preſence of his God: Is 
fuch a Prieſt to be accounted a Miniſter of Chriſt? 
Rather he reſembles Judas Iſcariot, holding the 
Sop in hisHand: That Traytor kiſs'd his Maſter, 
when he had already bargain'd for the Price of 
his Blood; and this offers up ſolemn Prayers — 
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S8 ASERMON grainſt Popery, 
the Emperor, when he knew he had ſcarce an 
Hourto live. Sure we may believe, without any 
Breach of Charity, that ſuch a Complication of 
Profaneneſs, and Hypocrifie, of Cruelty, Revenge 
and Blaſphemy, will be puniſh'd with a Seven- 
fold Degree of the Fiery-furnace, with the ex- 
treameſt Torments of Damnation. 

I HAVE but juſt time to mention thoſe 
Millions of poor Indians whom the Spaniards 
murder'd for the ſake of their Gold: I cannot en- 
large on the Jriſþ Maſſacre, where the Pope's Nun- 
tio himſelſwas there General; at a Time, when 
the Papiſts could not complain of any Hardſhips 
from the Proteſtants, when their Prieſts exer- 
cis'd their Office in as publick a Manner as our 
own” Miniſters, without being oblig'd to take the 
Oath of Supremacy. Cy be their Anger, for it 
was © fierce, and their Wrath, for it was cruel | 
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Surely this will be an everlaſting Warning to the 
1 Proteſtants of Ireland, to have a watchful Eye 
over. theſe Vipers, whom they are ſo merciful 
as to'cheriſh in their Boſom, never to put it in 
their Power to do that Miſchief which is always 
in tlleir Heart, to ſhew themſelves Sons of the 
Church in their Practice, without Perſecuting 
their Brethren, who differ from them in ſmall 
Matters, but do intirely agree with them in that 
certain Truth, that the Popiſh Doctrine is Falſe,

-Blood of the Martvrs. ( 
I THUS it is evident, that the Papiſts have © , 
no manner of Regard to the firſt great Law of f 


Nature 
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Nature, without which, no Government can 
ſtand; Thar is, that no one ſhould do any Wrong 
or Hurt to another. So that properly ſpeaking, 
theſe are the Men who make it their Buſineſs to 
turn the World upfide down. 

THE other great Rule which preſerves 
Ordzr and Society, is this, That every Man 
be true to his Word, perform his Promiſe, and 
fear upon any Account to break his Oath. Now 
it is certain beyond Denial, that where the Ca- 
tholick Religion may be advanc'd, no Papiſt 
thinks himſelf bound, by the moſt Sacred Oaths 
or Treaties, or Articles of Peace, for  Equivo- 
cation, that is, to ſwear one Thing and in- 
tend another, is both allow'd and practis d in 
that Church. This gives them 2 Latitude of 
Lying and Perjury upon all Occafions, and muſt 


needs deceive Men of Honour and Conſcience, 


who are concern'd with ſuch Cheats and Hypo- 
crites ; and in this Senſe it is, that every Day 
the moſt Zeæalous Papiſts are withing Proſperity 
to the Church of England, meaning within 
themſelves, that Queen Elizabeth was an Uſur- 
per, and all Oar Kings ſince her Time: There- 
fore the Popiſh Church, in Queen Mary's Days, 
is the Church f England. | 

A Proteſtant is never the more ſecure, tho? a 
Papiſt has ſworn to him a Thouſand Times, 
becauſe their Prieſts can releaſe a Man from any 
Oath, how ſtrictly ſoever it de worded, and up- 
on what Occaſion ſoever it was made. Iheir mot 
famous Doctors have laid down one Rule, which 
clearly proves the Truth of this Charge, at an 
| C Oath 


10 A SERMON againſt Popery 
Oath does not oblige at all, which is made to 
Perſons who have no right to one's Faith and 
Friendſhip: Now, ſuch Perſons are in general, all 
{forts of Hereticks, but in particular, our ſelves 
of the Church of England. This wicked Prin- 
ciple has been confirm'd by Inſtances without 
Number, to the great Offence of many honeſt 
Heathens, and to the laſting Reproach and Scan- 
dal of the Chriſtian Religion. Thus when the 
King of Hungary had made Peace with the Turks, 
the Pope, in a Rage, diflolv'd the Oath ſworn 
upon the Goſpel, ſends à Cardinal to ſet upon 
the Turt, who was unprepar'd : Amnrath the 
Emperor, abhorring ſo ſhameful a Breach of 
the Laws of Nature, calls aloud upon Chritt 
to avenge his Quarrel : If thou be a G0 D, 
puniſh this Injury which is done both to Thee 
and Me! The Pope's Forces were immediately 
Overthrown, which before prevail'd, and their 
own” Writers own, it was a Judgment from 
Heaven! I cannot but relate one other Ex- 
ample in the Perſecution of the French Pro- 
teſtants; ſeveral Treaties of Peace, ſeveral Laws 
had been made for their Tolerftion : Theſe 
were grauted and confirm'd, by three Succeflive I 
Kings, one after another. They were indeed 
obſerv'd 1o long, as the Proteſtants had ſome 
Power in their Hands, whilſt Princes of the 
Blood were of their Perſwaſion, and they had 
fortified Towns for à Retreat, fo long as they 
were uſeful to the King, in bravely fighting 
his Battles; but after that, the late King re- 
„ Yok'd, and. made void all the Laws that were 
ad ves 
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ever made in their Favour, not excepting that 
famous Edict of Naniz, which in the very 
wording of if; is call'd, Perperual, unchangable, 
a fimdamental Lau of the Kingdoms Then the 
Proteſtant Churches were pull'd down to the 
Ground, their Schools and Univerſities ſhut 
up, their Miniſters broke upon the Wheel, 
condemn'd to the Gallies, thouſands of inno- 
cent Perſons driven to ſeek their Bread, ſcat- 
ter'd over the Earth for their Loyalty to that 
King, and for the ſake of their Conſcience. 

AS the Papilts do all that is in their Power to 
turn the World upſide down, by breaking the com- 
mon Laws of Nature, fo they do the ſame 
quite altering and corrupting the Chriſtian Re- 


ligion, and inventing 2 new one of their on. 


To prove this plainly, we directly charge upon 
them Idolatry, the encouraging Mankind in Sin 
ahd Wickedneſs, inſtead of Virtue, and the con- 
triving and framing ſeveral Superſtitions, under 
the Name of Religion. Now the Notion of 
Holatry conſiſts in this, when we pay a Divine 
and Religious Worthip to any Creature. This 
1s done by the Papiſts in their worſhipping the 
Crols, departed Saints, eſpecially the Virgin 
Mary, and the Bread in the Sacrament. It is 
taught by the moſt learned Divirics of the Church 
of Rome, that every Repreſentation or Figure of 
the Croſs, whether carv'd or painted, ought to 
be kiſs'd and ador'd : When the Biſhop» gives his 
Benedi&ion to any new Croſs, he uſes this Form 
of Words, Ve beſtech to bleſs this Iod of the 
Croſs, that it may be our Comfort and Defence a- 

2 gainſs 
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Cainſt all the Darts of the Enemy; And the uſual 
Prayer to it runs thus, Hail, bright and ſhining 
Tree, encreaſe the Piety of the Righteous, and 
give Pardon unto Sinners. They burn Incenſe to 
it, and ſweet Perfumes, which is a Sacrifice be- 


- longing only; unto GOD, therefore Ezekiel has 


rank'd this amongſt the other crying Sins of the 
Jews, that every Man held in his Hand a Cenſer, 
and bernt Incenſe unto Idols; and upon this 


Conſideration it was, that the Primitive Chri- 


ſtians choſe, rather to loſe their Lives, than to 
caſt one Grain of Incenſe into the Flames upon 
the Altar, to the Honour of Ceſar. Whilſt the 
Papiſts therefore perform this high Act of Wor- 
thip to the Wood of the Croſs, what is, 
if this be not, the moft unanſwerable Idola- 
ty ? 


THE Worſhip of the Virgin Mary, is the 


main part of Popiſh Religion, yet there is not 
the leaſt Foundation for ſo doing in the Scrip- 
ture. Our Saviour never gave any kind of in- 
timation that his Mother ought to be worſhipped⸗ 
On the contrary, foreſceing, as it were, the vain 
Superſtition that might ariſe in the Church, he 
ſpeaks with more indifference concerning the 
Virgin Mary, than of other Women mention'd 
in the Goſpel. Thus at the Marriage in Cana, 
his Anſwer to her is by way of Rebuke; and on 
another occaſion he declares, that whoever does 
the Will of GO D, is not only his Sifler and 
Brother, but he adds, my Mother alſo, and 'tis 
very remarkable, how little the Virgin Mary 1s 
ipoken of in the New Teſtament, after the 2 * 
uy . ion 
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| Gon of Chriſt, I think but once, and tio more, and 
that Place barely recites her Name, without 
any Note of Honour or Reſpect. There were 
reſent the Twelve Apoſtles, with the Women, 
and Mary the Mother of Feſus. Notwithſtanding 
this general Silence, who can deny that at this 
Day more Worſhip 1s paid to her than to Al- 
mighty God himſelf? the Virgin Mary receives 
| ten Addreſſes for every one that is offer'd unto: 
God. And here the Papiſis cannot pretend that 
they do not pray to her, but only deſire her to 
intercede for them, becauſe they call upon her 
in Expreſſions that will not admit ſo favourable 
| a Conſtruction ; Thou art the only Hope of Mi- 
ſerable Sinners; Thou ſhareſt with God one half 
; of the Kingdom of Heaven, command thy Son to 
hear our Prayers. | ; 
: AND with reſpect to the Worſhip. of the 
t Saints— how can we be ſatisfy'd that it's to any 
- purpoſe to pray to them at all; unleſs it were 
F very certain that they hear our Devotions ? 
Now this they cannot poſlibly do, without be- 
ing preſent in all places at the ſame time, which 
5 the Property only of him that made the World, 


1c ad cannot without Blaſphemy be aſcribed to any 
d Creature. Beſides it can never be prov'd, that 
a, a great Number of the Roriſb Saints ever had 
on {Wy Being in the World: The Lives of ſome 
xs Nef them were remarkably Cruel and Barbarous, 
nd others were no better than meer Fools and Idiots, 


who went about - preaching to the Beaſts and 
Towls of the Air. The Account of ſeveral of 


cacir., 
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their Lives is ſo Groſs and Ridiculous, that 
many ſober Papiſts are aſham'd of them them- 
ſelves. Behold, theſe are the Gods ye Wor- 
ſhip! ! 

TO make this Idolatry the more notorious, 
they pay the very fame Honout to a Morſel of 


Bread as they do to the Living GOD. And 


here themſelves have freely own'd, that unleſs 
the Bread be really chang'd into Chriſt's Body, 
they are ul of an Idolatry worſe than any 
amongſt the Heathens; and if this can be 
true, then nothing is incredible in the World. 
That a Prieſt, many times Lewd arid Ignorant, 
can by pronouncing a few Words, make his own 
Creator; to our Underſtanding, even GOD 
himſelf becoming Man, is ſcarce ſo great 2 
Wonder, as a Wafer becoming GOD. Who 
can admire that ſo very few Infidels are con- 
verted to Chriftianity by the Prieſts when the 
firſt Point they are told of is more ſhocking than 
any thing that can be in the Pagan Religion, 
Fhat the Chriftian Miniſters do firſt make their 
GOD, and afterwards devour him? This Opi- 
nion is falſe, becauſe contrary to our Reaſon, 
and our Senſes arid Scripture; no human Body 


can be in more than one Place at the ſame time: 


Our Saviour 1s aſcended into Heaven, there to 
remain to the End of the World: The Lord's 
Supper 1s no Sacrament at all, unleſs the Bread re- 
tain it's oun Nature, becauſe a Sacrament is a Sign 
or Repreſæntation of ſomething that is Spiritual, 


but not the Thing itſelf, - Chriſt calls the Wine 


after Conſecration, the Fruit of the Vine, and 
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St. Paul, after Conſecration ſays, as often as ye 
eat this Bread: So that there's no manner of 
Change at all in the Nature of either of the 
Elements, but only in their Uſe. As for that 
Argument, w/o? i they beguile ſome weak 
Proteſtants, that our Saviour ſays poſitively, This 
is my Body; let it ſuffice to anſwer at preſent, 
that by the ſame Rule, Chriſt is a real Rock 
of Stone, the Door of an Houſe, and many o- 
ther Things, which themſelves confeſs are to be 
nnderſtood in a Figure. a 
AS the Papiſts give that Glory to Idols, 
which is due only unto GOD, fo they do en- 
courage Vice and Wickedneſs in the World; for 
whoever confeſſes his Sins to the Prieſt, and 
ef- Sorrow, is immediately forgi- 
yen, let his Life be never ſo Lewd and Scan- 
dalous. Can any thing be more deſtructive to 
Virtue and Piety ? For the greateſt Blaſphemer in 
their Church, 1s only in danger upon one ac- 
count, that 1s, 1f he ſhould be cut oft ſo ſuddenly 
as to have no time to ſend for his Confeſſor; and 
thoſe Libertines who have a mind to gratify 
all their Follies and Paſſions, will very readily 
run ſo ſmall a Hazard, conſidering eſpecially, 
tat tho' they ſhould dye without Abſolution, 
yet the Power of this Church extends to fave 
them after Death. What is yet more ſcanda- 
bus, is their ſelling Indulgencies for a Sum of 
Money : This formerly was ſo common, that 
they were bought like Wares in the publick 
Market, which firſt mov'd the Zeal of Luther, 
and began the Reformation. Theſe * 
= 2e 
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have been granted for thouſands of years to come, 
Without requiring Reſtitution, or a new Lite 
only for the Merit of repeating, a ſet Number 
of Prayers, on à particular Day, before ſome 
Image, famous for Miracles. Tis to be fear' 
that this Licenſe for Sin keeps too miny in their 


1 


Communion, and makes them hate to be re- 
form'd. We are ſo fir from maintaining, that 
we have Authority to preach ſuch a Doctrine, 


that we know we ſhould be in Danger of Jude- 


ment our ſelves, for ſo baſely miſleading our 
Flock. We cannot abſolve thoſe whom 600 
hath declar'd he will not abſolve. | 


HE. Pope encourages Sin in the largeſt 
Senſe, in his depoſing Kings at his Pleaſure, 


diſcharging their Subjects from their Allegiance, 
conimanding and exhorting that they ſhould be 
cut off by any Expedient, and promiſing to the 
Murderers the Lands of ſuch Hereticks, and the 
Crown of Martyrdom.
